HIGH SCHOOL DEDICATION 


DR. BILLHEIMER TELLS OF THE 


WORK OP ERECTION 


Dr. N. C. Schaeffer Delivers a Stir- 


ring Address on Truth as the 


end of all Education 


The Gettysburg High School build- 


ing at the loiks of Hanover and York 
streets was appropriately dedicated on 
"Wednesday evening. May 12. The ex- 
ercises were held in the large room 
of the building and was comfortably 
filled. Edward M. Bend«r, President 
of the School Board, presided. 


The High School Mandolin and Gui- 


tar Club opened the program with a 
selection. This club possesses much 
musical talent whicb has been effect- 
ively developed and their playing de- 
lighted the audience. Rev. J. A. Clutz 
D.D., made the opening prayer and 
the Mandolin and Guitar Club follow- 
ed with another selection. 


Dr. T. C. Billheimer made a short 


address, telling of the history of the 
building of the new High School. He 
told how three years ago the School 
Board found all the schools cjrqKged. 
that rooms were tared to trheir ca- 
pacity, thajt desksjrere crowded into 
rooms and other features -of the school 
rooms were sacrificed. Thnt'the Board 
did not act hurriedly but took over a 
year to deliberate upon the situation 
and considered a number of ways to 
solve the matter, none of which were 
practicable 
because too 
expensive. 


That the only solution was to build a 
new building which had 'finally been 
resolved upon. That when the plans 
and specifications had been received 
these had to be gone over and over in 
order to bring them -within the debt 
incurring capacity of the Board, but 
finally this was 
accomplished. He 


complimented the town on having an 
intelligent, high, efficient and courage- 
ous Board of Directors, men who saw 
their duty and performed it in face of 
some adverse criticism from taxpay- 
ers, men who had appreciated the ed- 
ucational needs of the town and had 
given the town this finished building 
which would always be a credit to 
them. 


Dr. N. C. Schaeffer State Superin- 


tendent of Public Instruction, was in- 
troduced by Dr. Billheimer at the con- 
clusion of his address. Dr. Sehaeffer 
said it had been Thirteen years since 
he was last here at the dedication of 
Meade School building. That -one of 
the great problems of all school di- 
rectors was how to keep pace with 
the requirements for High School ed- 
ucation. He referred to the criticism 
often heard of our educational system 
but a recent event proved it was more 
efficient snd productive of better re- 
sults than the education of 50 years 
ago. In Springfield Mass.. a set of 
questions and answers of a school of 
50 years ago was found and given to 
schools of like grade and the answers 
of to-day were better with fewer mis- 
takes. Truth is the end of all educa- 
tion he said. There was a difference 
between knowledge and truth. Truth 
sinks deeper into the mind and re- 
cesses of the heart shaping life. Dr. 
Schaeffer referred to the pessimism of 
the day predicting so many years until 
the exhaustion of wood and coal mines 
but this should stimulate toward the 
great discoveries of science yet to be 
made, bow to store sunshine, to warm 
the world during the following winter 
and use it for power and many other 
purposes. The waste of brains is 
the greatest of American wastes and 
the greatest thing the teacher can do 
is to touch with fire the mind of the 
young so they go forth to search for 
truth. More important than scientific 
truth, however, is true men and true 
women. Men who will be true work- 
men, who will work for the sake of 
the very perfection to be found in that 
work. The young should be taught that 
to deceive teacher, parent, or his fel- 
lowmen, does more harm, sometimes 
the only harm done is to the one try- 
ing to deceive. It reacts, hurts devel- 
opment and mastery. 
That to win 


one must be so true to ones self that 
he can not be false to others. Money 
v;as well spent in high school build- 
ings to develop better men and better 
women. 


The exercises closed with the bene- 


diction by Dr. J. A. Singmaster. 


Pavement Improvements. 


Wm. H. Johns has made on Stein- 


wehr avenue <and the Emmitsburg road 
one of the finest public improvements 
of the year. Beginning at tbe Young 


stone house on west side of the road 
he has constructed a cement walk to 
his home, a distance of thirteen hun- 
dred feet of the best kind of pavement. 
He has also built cement walks armmd 
his house. This new walk was a 
promenade ground on Sunday after- 
neon and will not only be used by all 
living in that part 01 the town but by 
those who enjc> walking. Mr. Johns 
is entitled to much credit for this de- 
cided public improvement and should 
have many imitations throughout this 
place. 


There are pavements on our most 


public thoroughfares that instead of 
being conveniences are inconvenien- 
ces, full of ridges and biimys and in 
\vet weather one succession of pools of 
water. These pavements should be re- 
built at once and of cement. The COM- 
PILEK believes in a public expenditure 
that will build pavements without any 
prodding by a Town Council and it is 
hoped that this town will see much 
evidence of such public expenditures 
this year. The cement pavement is 
neither troublesome or costly to build 
as it was several years ago when a 
foundation or as.cut two feex was ex- 
cavated. 


In pavement improvement let the 


County Commissioners at the Court 
House, ok Baltimore and Middle street 
and-^tfte- -Town Council in the Square 
lead the way, make, these pavements 
of cement and ejneaurage the citizens 
to continue this mucli needefl public 
improvement.

now occupied by large trees aud not 


used for walking. This request brought 
out an extended discussiou of pave- 
ments and trees. The roots of trees 
were declared to be responsible for 
raising pavements aud making them 
uneven so that only the central part of 
a pavement wae good to walk ou aud 
that no more of a pavement was used 
by tbe public than proposed to be 
made by Mr. Beales. The condition 
of trees and the bbape they put pave- 
ments in was criticised, that there 
were places ou Carlisle street where 
tbe trees were too close that the trees 
were allowed to grow without trim- 
ming, preventing circulation of air 
aud distribution of light. That there 
were places where trees could be re- 
moved without lose of shade, aud that 
two trees well trimmed upward could 
be made to give much better sen ice 
than three trees crowded together as 
it tbe case at a number of places. 


The request of Mr. Beales was uot 


acted on, as the borough ordinance did 
not provide for tbe paveuaeut asked 
for and it would be necessary to recon- 
struct tbe pavement ordinance in order 
to grant bis request. This is tbe course 
hkely to be followed by Council. 


The Council located the arc and

Clothing from Moths.

Attempted Highway Robbery.

More New Laws 


Governor Stuart has been busy ap- 


proving legislation passed by the last 
legislature or vetoing bills. The latest 
laws signed are following: 


The twin bills permitting street car 


and railroad companies to join their 
tracks, and interchange freight and 
passangers and giving trolley com- 
panies the right to carry freight and 
property were also approved by the 
Governor. 


The bill increasing the price of a 


marriage license from fifty cents to 
one dollar. 


Compelling gypsies in roving bands 


to take out a license in every county 
through which they pass, at ?5U per 
license. The object is to rid the State 
of undesirable people. 


Providing that the widow or child- 


ren of any decedent dying outside the 
State but whose estate is settled in the 
State may retain either real or person- 
al property belonging to said estate to 
the value of $300. 


Authorizing townships or school dis- 


tricts which entirely surround a city 
or boroug'a to acquire lauds iu such 
city or borough and to erect High 
schools thereon. 


Making it a misdemeanor, punish- 


able by a fine of from $10 to $100 and 
six months' imprisonment, for anyone 
to offer for sale a horse which could 
not be worked without violating the 
cruelty to animals laws. 


A half dozen vetoes were signed 


when above bills were approved.

;r or not camphor is the best preven- 
ive of moths iu cases containing 
slothing." As this is the season of 
;be year when winter clothing is be- 
ng put away until needed again, and 
housekeepers want to know how to 
keep the moths from destroying the 


the Professor's answer is apro- 


pos. He replied as follows: 


"As a preventive of moths in cases 


containing clothing, there is nothing 
ike making the cases in which tney 
are packed so tight that the moth can 
not euter to lay her eggs, from which 
eggs the larvae come. 1 prefer naph- 
thaline balls to camphor, but if the 
garments are wrapped in newspapers 
aud put into a protected case and this 
sealed with strips of paper pasted over 
the cracks at every possible point of 
entry, to keep out the moths, there 
will be no danger of the moths devel- 
oping. Camphor or naphthaline balls 
can be used in the packages also, but 
these alone will not prevent the oc- 
currence of the moths, nor destroy the 
moth larvae after they have entered. 
The chief point in protecting fabrics 
from destruction by moths is to keep 
them iu a vessel where the little wing- 
ed moth can not enter to lay its eggs 
An aid to this is the use of some sub- 
stance like the balls above mentioned, 
which act as a repellant. After the 
clothing is attacked destroy the pests 
at once by fumigating with bisultid of 
carbon." 


The State Zoologist of Pennsylvania 


recommends one pound of this liquid 
to each 100 cubic feet of space, either 
sprinkled on cloth or poured into 
shallow vessels placed on it.

The suspected milk is stirred with a

volume of milk is poured into 50 vol- 
amee of water. .One fluid ounce to 
two and 
a half pints ) A candle is 


lighted in a dark room. The experi- 
meiiier takes Hie urv.iuary drinking 
glass with a tolerably Hat and even 
bottom, aud holds it right above the 
caudle, at a distance of about one 
foot from it, so as to be able to see the 
flame of the candle through the bot- 
tom oftheglaas. He then pours slowly 
the diluted milk into the glass. 


The flame becomes less and less 


bright as the level of the liquid rises 
into the glass. The (lame is soon re- 
duced to a dull white spot. A little 
more liquid, slowly added so as to 
avoid pom ing an excess, and the 
flame becomes absolutely invisible. 
All that remains to be done is to mea- 
sure the height of the liquid in the 
glass, this being most conveniently 
ascertained by dipping into it a strip 
of pasteboard and then measuring the 
wet part. It should measure not over 
one inch if the milk is pure. With 
good quality milk, diluted and tested, 
the depth will » e about 7-8 of an inch 
before the flame is lost to view. A 
mixture of oue volume of milk mid a 
half a volume of water should show a 
depth of 1 1-2 inches. A depth of -2 
inches indicates either p a r t i a l l y 
skimmed milk or a mixture of one 
volume of good milk with one of 
water, and so on.
